Shab­ 
bona, chief of the PottAwatomiec, curi­ 
ously enough, was neither a chi#f nor 
a member of that tribe by birth. He 
wa# an Ottawa, nephew of the great 
Pontiac. Having married a Pottawa­ 
tomie woman, ho was adopted into tho 
tribe, given the" namq of Shabbona, 
"Built Like, a Bear," and eventually 
was made peace chief. 
Shabbona’* first service to the whites 
occurred on the day of the Fort Dear­ 
born massacre when he and Chief 
Saugtinash saved John Kinzie, the 
trader, and his family from the blood- 
mad Pottawatomie warriors. 
During 
the Winnebago war of 1827 ho won 
first the title of “th# white man’# 
friend" by persuading hi# people not 
to join the Winnebagos on the war­ 
path. 
But it was during the Black Hawk 
war that the Pottawatomie chieftain 
proved himself the white man'# friend 
Indeed. 
In February, 3832, Black 
Hawk attempted to form a confedera­ 
tion of the Sac# and Foxes, Pottawa- 
tomies and Winnebagoes to fight the 
whites. 
White Cloud, the Winnebago 
chief, favored the union and declared 
that “lf all the tribe# will join u# our 
warriors will be like the trees of the 
forest." “Yes.” replied Shabbona, “But 
fhe soldiers of the whites will outnum­ 
ber the leaves on the trees.'’ 
The 
Pottawntomies did not join. 
Shabbona was not content with hold­ 
ing hi# own warriors quiet. 
After 
Stillman’s defeat had left the whole 
northern frontier of Illinois unpro­ 
tected. be set oat to warn th# white# 
that the hostiles were coming. 
A few 
farmer# persisted in staying and a 
second time tho chief, facing death at 
the hands of Black Hawk’s warrior#, 
carried the alarm. 
The settler# who 
refused to heed this warning died in 


the dreadful ni«->*ucre OU Inu.un deck, 
Shabbona, served General Atkinson 
faithfully and well as a scout during 
the remainder of the campaign and 
for once in history a friendly Indian 
was rewarded by the whiten. 
The 
government excepted Shabbona and hi#, 
family from the order removing all 
the Pottawatomie# to a re#trvation 
In Kansas and gave him a pension. 
But land speculators took- po##easion 
of his tract while he was visiting hi# 
tribe. However, citizens who a pp rec L 
ated the value of hi# services raised 
money to buy land on the Illinoi* river 
and gave the old chief a boma for the 
rest of hi# day#. 
He died there July IT, ISM, and ijr 
buried in Morri#, IU.
